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IN the ninth of the series of lectures on life insurance being 
delivered at Columbia University, New York, by Charlton T. 
Lewis, special stress was laid on the question of taxation. 
The lecturer stated that during 1897 the life insurance com- 
panies paid $4,378,595 in taxes, the greater part of which was 
an unwarranted burden upon the companies. President Pat- 
tison of the Union Central figures out that the money paid 
in taxes would pay the annual premiums on about $75,000,000 
of life insurance, or would increase the cash dividends paid 
policyholders about twenty-five per cent. Insurance is con- 
sidered by a majority of our legislators as a wealth-producing 
factor, than which there can be no more mistaken idea. No 
matter what branch of insurance is analyzed, it will be found 
that it is simply a distributor of capital, taking from the many 
to compensate the losses of the few. Considered from this 
point of view, the iniquity of taxing insurance is plainly 
apparent. 





SIMILARITY in the names of insurance companies often 
leads to confusion, not only in the minds of the public, but 
also among some agents, who do not stop to consider the 
relative truth of reports ii circulation. Nearly every promi- 
nent company in the country has its name practically dupli- 
cated by some more or less obscure concern, and when the 
smaller company gets in trouble the older one usually suffers 
much annoyance. Insurance companies writing different 
lines also have their names duplicated, with similar results. 
A case in point has recently arisen in connection with the 
troubles of the Manhattan Fire. An agent in Indiana, seeing 
the reports of an impairment in the capital of the Manhattan 
of $90,000, jumped to the conclusion that it was the Man- 
hattan Life of New York, and published a card deploring 
what he called the failure, and pointing out how his com- 
pany could not fail. It is almost superfluous to add that the 
Manhattan Life of New York is not in danger of failing. 





THE legislature of Arkansas having passed an anti-trust 
law, Attorney-General Davis of that State proposes to give to 
it the severest interpretation possible as relating to insurance 
companies. Not only must a company refrain from belong- 
ing to any rating association within the State, but if it isa 
member of an association that fixes rates in South Carolina 
it will be prohibited from doing business in Arkansas. This 


would apply to members of the South-Eastern Tariff Asso- 
While this seems to be a very strained construction 


ciation. 
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of the law, nevertheless it is probably what the legislature in- 
tended in passing the bill. It would be remarkable if the 
courts should sustain this construction of the law. Whether 
an act that is not an offense in one State can be construed 
into an offense in another State, and punished as such, is a 
question that the Attorney-General leaves to the courts to 
decide. He appears to doubt the legality of the position he 
has taken, but bases his decision upon what he believes to 
have been the intention of the legislature. Legislatures fre- 
quently do very foolish things, and the law officer of the 
State not unfrequently takes it upon himself to ignore laws 
that he knows will not stand the test of judicial inquiry, but 
Attorney-General Davis does not seem willing to assume such 
responsibility. 





THE inquiry that is being prosecuted by the fire depart- 
ment officials into the fire preventive and fire protective meas- 
ures adopted in the numerous “skyscrapers” in New York 
should lead to good results. An experiment with standpipes, 
conducted by Chief Bonner a few weeks ago, demonstrated 
that with a proper standpipe, to which a fire engine can be 
connected at the lower end, will enable the engine to deliver 
an effective fire stream on the roof of the tallest building, and 
on every intermediate floor. With a stream at such a height, 
it could be made to do effective service in the building itself, 
and also in protecting adjoining property. The test referred 
to, however, showed that the standpipe was not adequate to 
the strain put upon it, as it gave way before the test was com- 
pleted. There are many other buildings in the city equipped 
with standpipes, and it would be advisable to have them all 
tested. It would be a good plan to require that all buildings 
over a certain height should not only be equipped with local 
appliances approved by the fire department, but that an ex- 
perienced person should be employed by the owner of the 
building, to have charge of such appliances, with authority to 
organize the employees in the buiiding into a fire brigade. 
Ordinarily the janitor is supposed to have charge of the fire 
appliances in such buildings, but he is seldom an experienced 
fireman, and has so many.other things to attend to that the 
matter of fire protection is neglected. ‘There are many vet- 
eran firemen on the retired list who are competent to take 
charge of the fire equipment of all tall buildings, and to drill 
the employees in its use. Their services would not be costly, 
and they would keep in touch constantly with the officers of 
the regular fire department. Any amendments to the build- 
ing laws should provide for the employment in every tall 
building of an experienced person to take charge of the local 
means of fire protection, otherwise they are of little yalue. 





Tuosr who are preparing new building laws to be applied 
to hotels should include all places of amusement in the pro- 
tective measures proposed. Existing laws are supposed to 
provide for reasonable protection to life, and perhaps they 
are adequate for ordinary occasions, but in time of panic the 
prescribed methods would afford no greater protection than 
did those at the Windsor Hotel. In the Metropolitan 
Opera House, for instance, during the late opera season the 
house has been packed with people from basement to roof— 
some six or eight stories—and on every floor the aisles have 
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ageways. In fact, the sale of “standing room” has been as 
much a feature as the sale of seats. After the performance 
the audience descends by intricate stairways, dark and wind- 
ing, that are confusing under the most favorable conditions. 
Other places of entertainment are similarly crowded, and 
while the word “exit” is placed over various doors, the doors 
are not opened, but all in the audience must pass out by the 
front doors. All exits should be available in dismissing an 
audience, so that the public would grow familiar with the 
various metheds of getting out of the building in case of fire. 
As to private appliances to facilitate escape from hotel win- 
dows, etc., experience proves that they are of little avail. 
In times of peril people lose their heads to such an extent that 
they overlook the appliances that may be at hand, and if 
they cannot escape by the regular stairways they must be 
assisted from the outside. Permanent fire escapes are the 
most trustworthy safeguards, next to readily accessible stair- 
ways. ‘There are hundreds of old hotels in New York that 
are in a most unsatisfactory condition so far as protection to 
life is concerned, and the building department should have 
power to bring them up to modern standards. 





On another page of this issue of THE SpEcTATOR will be 
found an extensive table, giving the principal points of the 
statements for 1898 of all regular life insurance companies 
cperating in the United States. This is the first tabulation 
published so far this year which deals with all the life insur- 
ance companies, both ordinary and industrial, of the United 
States, sixty companies being included. It has already been 
noted in these columns that 1898 was a prosperous year for 
life insurance companies, commendable progress having been 
made by nearly every company. Asa result some very hand- 
some gains are shown in the totals. On January 1 last, these 
sixty companies possessed assets amounting to $1,467,066,- 
342, a gain for the year of $118,313,062. Their surplus funds 
at the same date amounted to $219,517,875, or $13,010,443 
more than for the preceding year. These figures of surplus 
should be somewhat increased, as one company has this year 
transferred its surplus accumulations on deferred dividend 
policies to liability account. Including that item in the sur- 
plus, as has been done in previous years, would show total 
surplus funds of $238,523,049, and an increase for the year 
of $32,015,617. Premium receipts last year amounted to 
$257,274,148, a gain of $13,964,807 over 1897, while the total 
income increased by $20,154,494 to $325,154,645. In spite of 
the war and the fear that a heavy mortality would be ex- 
perienced by the companies as a result of their liberality to 
“the men at the front,” a large majority of the companies 
actually experienced a lighter death rate than in 1897. The 
total payments to policyholders for the year reached the high- 
water mark of $146,728,355, a gain of $7,361,732 over the 
preceding year. The total disbursements amounted to $222,- 
269,354, showing that $102,885,291 of the income was laid by 
for the future protection of policyholders. In showing the 


new business account we have this year eliminated all “not- 
taken” policies, and the figures show that 1898 was the best 
year in this regard in the history of the business. Ordinary 
life insurance to the amount of $912,152,087 was actually 
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placed last year. The ordinary insurance in force on January 
I last amounted to $5,698,377,885, a gain of $367,899,325 
for the year, being the largest gain reported in any year since 
1890. The industrial companies included in the table, thir- 
teen in number, wrote new insurance to the amount of $422,- 
164,810, and added $115,282,764 to the volume in force, 
bringing the total up to $1,110,073,509. Our regular old- 
line life insurance companies therefore have risks in force 
amounting to the enormous total of $6,808,451,394, backed up 
by sound assets oi $1,467,066,342. 
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SOME BOOMERANG EXAMINATIONS OF IN- 
SURANCE COMPANIES. 


NSURANCE companies have in the past been extensively 
I victimized by bunco examiners sent out by some of the 
insurance departments, not for the purpose of examining 
companies, but to extort money from them under a threat of 
examining them. Companies have yielded to these threats 
in hundreds of instances rather than suffer the annoyance of 
having these political heelers hanging about their offices. But 
sometimes these “hold-ups” of insurance companies have a 
boomerang attachment and knock over the man who set them 
going. For instance, there is McNall of Kansas, who was 
removed from office very recently by the Governor on charges 
of maladministration in connection with insurance companies. 
How his so-called examiners extorted fees from various com- 
panies was set forth some time ago in affidavits presented to 
the United States Court in the case of the Connecticut Fire 
vs. McNall. Then there is Auditor Cornell of Nebraska, who 
is now being investigated by a legislative committee on sim- 
ilar charges. It is in evidence before this committee that the 
so-called examiners sent out by the auditor extorted some- 
thing like $12,000 from various companies in about sixty 
days. One of them, in a letter to the auditor, did not hesitate 
to say that he had “held up” the companies for all that he 
could get out of them, and regretted that the sum was not 
larger. What may be the result of this legislative investiga- 
tion cannot be foreshadowed at this distance from the scene, 
but the disclosures created a sensation throughout the State 
of Nebraska, and it will require a large amount of political 
whitewash to remove the stains inflicted upon the character 
of Auditor Cornell, even if he escapes impeachment by the 
legislature. 

South Dakota has had considerable experience in this line, 
and it is to the credit of Governor Lee of that State that he 
exposed the frauds perpetrated by the so-called insurance ex- 
aminers and instituted proceedings to secure their punish- 
ment. The following extract from his late message to the leg- 
islature is a clear exposé of the manner in which these bunco 
examiners do their work, and shows the legal proceedings 
taken to secure their punishment: 

For years under the former management it has been the custom of 
the insurance clerk employed in the office to extort blackmail from 
insurance companies doing business in the State under the guise of 
examining their financial condition. The examinations were a useless 
expense to the companies, paid under duress—only to be promptly 
taxed up against the policyholders of companies doing business in 
the State, but they were absolutely worthless as a guide to the true 


condition of the organizations licensed to do business in the State. 
Being instituted purely for purposes of gain, no effort was seem- 
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ingly made by the examiners to prosecute examinations which would 
be thorough and reports of which would afford protection against in- 
solvent or reckless companies. Outrageous and illegal charges for 
expenses and per diem were the rule. The State was scandalized and 
the public service debauched. The abuses in the department had 
grown to such proportions under the management of the chief clerk 
of the insurance department, C. H. Anderson, that I caused an exam- 
ination to be made of his official conduct. Public Examiner Taylor 
ascertained as accurately as possible, in view of the fact that no record 
of the money received from examinations of insurance companies 
was kept in the Auditor’s office, that Mr. Anderson had been paid 
during the period from May 4, 1893, to June 8, 1897, the sum of 
$5,696.92. During all this time he had received a salary from the 
State of $100 per month to perform such duties. Consequently suits 
were commenced to recover the money, but they were dismissed for 
the reason assigned in my discussion of the Auditor’s office in another 
part of this message. Notwithstanding the abuses which were ex- 
posed under the management of Mr. Anderson, the new Commis- 
sioner, J. H. Kipp, and his deputy, W. A. McClaran, followed the 
same policy, making examinations covering a period of four months 
and extorting collections amounting to $2,166.82. The discovery of 
Commissicner Kipp’s misconduct was followed by his removal from 
office, immediately upon the receipt of unquestionable evidence of his 
guilt. He denied the power of the executive to remove, and refused 
to deliver the books of the office to Thomas H. Ayres, who was ap- 
pointed commissioner in his stead. A mandamus proceeding was 
commenced against him in the Supreme Court, and the court held 
that the Executive had full power to remove the Commissioner at 
pleasure. These men, like Anderson, still owe money to the State, 
but no proceedings were commenced against them because it was 
thought unwise to bring any other suits until those instituted against 
Anderson had been disposed of. The reasons which actuated the dis- 
missal of the Anderson case apply to Kipp and McClaran. 


It was this same Anderson that proposed to examine the 
Travelers, with the aid of the Texas Department. as letters 
he addressed to President Batterson and the following letter 
show: 

(Personal.) 
New York, May 26, 1896. 
James G. Batterson, Esq., Hartford, Conn.: 

My Dear Sir—The Texas and South Dakota Insurance Depart- 
ments have agreed upon a joint examination of your company, and I 
have been commissioned to arrange with you as to time, etc. I write 
this unofficially in advance of preliminary arrangements, thinking 
possibly you would prefer to talk the matter over with me, for which 
purpose I will visit you upon your signifying a desire to meet me. 

Personally, I wish everything arranged in the most agreeable and 
satisfactory manner and shall do everything I can consistently to meet 
your views and to suit your convenience. 

With best wishes, I am, very truly yours, 

Jno. E. HoLitincswortu. 

N. B.—If you will wire me to-morrow, I will come up at once.

But they did not examine the Travelers, as President Bat- 
terson, in several letters written in his characteristically vig- 
orous manner, absolutely refused to permit them to examine 
the company. President Batterson was, we believe, the first 
manager of a cgmpany to refuse to submit to an examination 
of his company, preferring to withdraw from business in those 
two States to incurring the expense of such examination. 
His example was soon followed by President Scott of the 
Provident Savings and Manager Turner of the Security 
Mutual, both of whom refused to permit an examiner of the 
Texas Department to examine their companies, and still later 
by the Connecticut Fire, whose president refused to be ex- 
amined by Kansas examiners. 

In this fight of insurance companies against useless and 
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expensive examinations, THE SPECTATOR has espoused the 
cause of the companies, prctesting in vigorous terms against 
the outrages attempted to be perpetrated upon them. The 
publicity given to this subject led to the exposures above re- 
ferred to, and it is safe to say that in future no manager of a 
company need to submit to these “hold-ups” of the Kansas- 
Nebraska stripe or pay one cent to buy off alleged exam- 
iners of insurance departments. Should any attempts be 
made in future in this direction, we beg that we may be fur- — 
nished with the fects, that we may present them to the pub- 
lic in a proper and forcible manner.

HEALTH INSURANCE HERE AND ABROAD. 

No branch of insurance is making more rapid progress in the 
United States at this time than the insurance of the financial value of 
one’s time against disability caused by illness. Personal accident in- 
surance has long been popular in the United States; but, until the 
Fidelity and Casualty Company something less than two years ago 
introduced health insurance in a limited way, it was unknown among 
the regular stock companies doing an extended business in the United 
States. i 

The limited form which that policy then took was to insure against 
a few diseases only, the list being selected as comprising those dis- 
eases which are not very frequent and which are really accidental in 
character, being about as likely to occur to one person as another. 
The purpose in doing this was no doubt twofold, first, in order to 
try the experiment and, second, to give a low rate of premium to start 
with, so as to attract business. The plan succeeded in both senses. 
Nothing was ever introduced in connection with accident insurance 
which proved so immediately popular. Agents found they could ap- 
proach a class of men whom they had before found very difficult of 
access. If rumor can be relied upon, the business of the Fidelity and 
Casualty Company in New York increased nearly four-fold within a 
short time after the policy was introduced. Of course, it went with 
the accident policy as a rider, and to sell it meant also to sell the 
company’s accident insurance. 

The Pacific Mutual followed the Fidelity at no long interval and 
has also been doing a good business in this line, until practically all 
the companies with the exception of one large company only are 
writing something of this sort. Concerning that one, which is the 
largest and the most conservative, it is rumored that it will soon join 
the ranks. What truth there is in the rumor will probably shortly 
appear. 

The policies now in use cover in addition to the contagious diseases 
originally covered, also typhoid fever, pneumonia, bronchitis and ap- 
pendicitis among other diseases. All the chronic diseases are not 
covered. The aim is merely to insure against those diseases which 
are really at bottom accidental and not to insure against those dis- 
eases which arise from constitutional defects. 

A recent feature of this insurance is to cover also total blindness 
caused by disease and paralysis involving either the whole body, both 
arms or legs, or one arm and one leg. In event of this class of dis- 
ability, the companies offer a lump sum. 

Prior to this reintroduction of health insurance by the regular com- 
panies, it had not been written for many years in the United States in 
a form at all similar to this. The assessment societies in many cases 
gave what is known as a total disability benefit. That is to say, if a 
man became totally disabled, they paid some part of the face of the 
policy, or in a few cases they paid so much per month during the dis- 
ability. 

Many of the fraternities furnish sickness benefits to their members 
in the form of a small weekly allowance paid cut of the fund of the 
local lodge. In some States to pay it otherwise, 7. ¢., out of the 
general funds, is not lawful. Concerning stock companies, a few 
States have no provision fpr companies of this sort to be organized. 
In at least one of them, Massachusetts, it has been held by the 
authorities that sickness insurance could not be sold except by 
fraternities. 

One of the smaller accident companies, the Continental Assurance 
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Company, with nominal headquarters at Hammond, Ind., and actual 
headquarters at Detroit, Mich., offers something different from the 
insurance offered by the other companies. In fact, it might seem 
to be complementary to the protection offered by other companies, 
except that it overlaps on some point. This company furnishes pro- 
tection against only those diseases which can be treated in a hospital, 
and it offers either a cash payment or treatment in a hospital at the 
option of the insured; as a result of this, all the contagious diseases 
and most all the infectious diseases are barred. It does, however, also 
try to shut out chronic diseases. 

Health insurance on a more general scaie and with greater benefits 
than any of these policies was at one time undertaken in the United 
States. There still remain indications of this in the laws of New 
York, which provided that a life insurance company might do a health 
insurance business. Two or three of the more venturesome life in- 
surance companies, during the seventies, undertook health insurance 
in a small way. They did not do much of it; and, so far as can be 
learned, they had not experience enough to determine whether it 
could be profitably handled or not. These companies failed, not be- 
cause of the health insurance, but because of other things which ac- 
companied the same venturesome management. Their failure was 
followed by an extremely conservative period, during which there 
was no disposition on the part of the life insurance companies to try 
experiments. In fact, it may be stated that life insurance companies 
had about all they could do to hold their own in the matter of volume 
of business, as witness the statistics of those days. 

Abroad health insurance has not been undertaken by stock com- 
panies to any great degree. 1n Great Britain, for instance, there is a 
good reason for this. The wants of the artisan in this respect have 
been quite fully supplied by the friendly societies, which have grown 
to very large proportions there and which have been most successful. 
The plans of many of these societies are as scientific and reliable as 
plans in any insurance company. They have employed the best ac- 
tuarial talent in Great Britain, and they are conducted at considerably 
less expertise than a stock company could be. It would probably be 
impossible to compete with them successfully. 

Stock companies sre, however, leading out in Great Britain for the 
patronage of the business ciasses. The first company to begin this 
business was the Sickness, Accident ard Life Association, Limited, of 
Edinburgh, Scotland, whose manager, Henry Brown, deserves the 
credit of being considered the founder oi the first successful health 
insurance company in Great Britain. Since then, a number of other 
companies have gone into the business and it has been popular. Ac- 
cording to the English custom, this company had a valuation of its 
policies made after it was seven years old; and the valuation dis- 
closes the fact that the experience was favorable and that a very con- 
siderable bonus could be allotted on participating policies. 

It is thought that Americans will take more kindly to this form of 
insurance, as indeed they have to nearly all forms. A very large 
business is evidently to be expected among the business and profes- 
sional classes, and the wages and salaries of the employees in most 
lines of business are ample in this country to warrant making an at- 
tempt to secure a liberal business among them. Already, accident in- 
surance is being sold to them on the industrial plan, the New 
Amsterdam Casualty having introduced it. In all probability this will 
be followed at no distant date by a plan for furnishing sickness in- 
surance, also, on weekly payments. This would be a revival of a thing 
which was once tried, but abandoned, by the Prudential of Newark, 
which began business in that way. It might easily prove that what 
was then impracticable, is now entirely feasible. 








—The Supreme Court of California has rendered an important decision regard- 
ing the clause in lite insurance policies that forbids agents to waive or change 
any of the conditions or agreements contain2d in them. The suit was that of a 
Mrs. Knarston of San Francisco, to recover on a policy held by her husband in 
the Manhattan Lite, payment on which was refused by the company on the 
ground that it had become void for non-payment of the last premium. It was 
claimed by the plaintiff that before the !ast premium became due time of pay- 
ment was extended by the agent, and that the policy had not therefore become 
forfeited. The company was sustained by the lower courts, but the Supreme 
Court,reversed that decision, and rendered a verdict in favor of the plaintiff.

IN AND ABOUT NEW YORK. 

It is reported that the number of signed brokers’ pledges mounts 
up in the thousands. Of course, this was but natural to expect. 
When the Metropolitan compact was formed in 1888, and a similar 
method was employed to establish a basis of brokerage eligibility, it 
was found then, as now, that the companies themselves were really 
responsible for the formidable list. They had for years fostered and 
encouraged the payment of commissions or rebate to anybody who 
brought them business. 

The only difference now is that the city has grown, the population 
is larger, we have had nearly a year of unprecedented demoralization, 
and in consequence the number engaged actively or otherwise in the 
insurance brokerage business is greatly increased. During the com- 
pact times referred to there were a little over three thousand enrolled. 
But that number sinks into: insignificance compared to the registra- 
tions under the present Exchange rules. 


Upwards of two million dollars’ worth of crude rubber has been 
placed within the past few days. The warehouses in demand for this 
merchandise were three or four of the Central stores. With the full 
coinsurance clause applied, the rate (1714 cents) was but a fractional 
advance over the ruling figure a month ago. Lethbridge & Davidge 
were the brokers. 

Many of the lines shown on the binder were small when compared 
with the customary amounts of the companies signing. The anti- 
treaty rules of the Exchange undoubtedly had much to do with this. 

Orders for May renewals are coming in with a rush. Apparently 
the brokers have determined to go ahead while pledges are good, and 
also take the opportunity thus afforded of dividing up the congestion 
of May business by starting’ thirty days in advance. This will help 
out April, and besides be of great assistance to local underwriters. 
The latter do not care particularly for another dose of last year’s 
spring medicine. 

To the Jist of outside offices there may, perhaps, be a powerful 
addition. Rumor has it that the U. S. Lloyds (marine) has decided 
to broaden out its fire branch and extend that feature of its under- 
writing. The lines to be carried, it is understood, will be large, 
“treaty” arrangements abroad having been brought in to aid this 
accomplishment. 

From general inquiry among the foreign branches it is pleasant to 
note that, as a rule, the head offices have backed up loyally their 
American managers in their struggle during the abnormal condi- 
tions affecting, particularly, the business of the metropolitan dis- 
trict. Results show that whichever plan was adopted after the break 
—active or passive—there was a minus for the underwriting in the 
section referred to. ; 


The Gamewell auxiliary fire alarm system has issued a circular, 
giving a list of upward of one hundred of its customers in the city 
of New York. It adds that “thirteen alarms of fire were sent in 
from the interior of premises equipped with auxiliary alarm system 
direct to fire telegraph headquarters, thus saving from two to five 
minutes in cach case in the response of the fire department.” 

A letter addressed by the owner of a large Broadway building to 
the several companies insuring the same, on account of the latters’ 
desire to recail their policies by reason of the partial occupancy by a 
tenant not considered desirable, has caused a slight stir. The total 
amount covered is quite large, but the number of companies receiv- 
ing the communication is comparatively small. e 


Business was very dull last week, and local underwriters had a 
chance to “clean up,” and get ready for the ‘““May rush.” 


Once more the old reliable automatic alarm did service in giving 
prompt signal of the Acker, Merrall & Condit fire in Chambers 
street. 

The report of Isaac Vanderpoel, chief examiner of the New York 
department, on the examination of The Broadway shows the follow- 
ing figures: Total assets, $261,544; total liabilities, including capital, 
$262,911; an excess of expenditures over receipts of $60,549. 


At the regular meeting of the board of directors of the Manhattan 
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Fire W. H. Eadie was elected secretary, and the assessment of thirty- 
four per cent was approved. Negotiations for the reinsurance of 
the remaining business of the Manhattan is about completed. The 
company will make a report to the Insurance Commissioner very 
soon, and it is estimated that there will be a surplus of $80,000 over 
all liabilities. 

Fire Commissioner Scannell is collecting information in regard to 
all buildings nine stories or more in height. He has instructed 
every Company commander to make an inspection of all such build- 
ings in his district and obtain data relative to the size, construction, 
exposure, iacilities for fighting fire, exits, water supply, number of 
stairways, unprotected windows, and dangerous occupancy or ac- 
cumulation of combustible materials. This information is expected 
to be of great service in fighting fire. 


CHICAGO AND THE WEST. 


The main incident of the past week has been the excitement conse- 
quent upon the attempt of Charles W. Drew & Co. and George M. 
Harvey & Co. to write the street railway schedules under a clever 
device of an arbitrary rate upon the rolling stock item “wherever it 
may be in Cook County, Illinois,” so as to produce the desired re- 
sult of a seventy-five cents average rate, without the necessity of any 
further action by the Underwriters Association. It is claimed that 
the association has neither rates nor forms applicable to blanket 
policies, but in the judgment of President Peliet the rules are al- 
ready sufficiently clear, and he has issued a special circular of warn- 
ing to the members. 

Whether or not this will be effectual remains to be seen. It is 
claimed that George M. Harvey hypnotized General Drew, and that 
Goodwin, Hall & Henshaw backed up the scheme by binding an 
enormous share of the line. Eugene Harbeck of the Phenix is said 
tu have written the association that his resignation will take effect 
coincident with the writing of these schedules at seventy-five cents, 
and there seems to be blood on the face of the moon, especially as 
a great many of the agents are not friendly to Mr. Yerkes, and want 
to see fair play for D. W. Burrows & Co. and others, who placed the 
lines last year and have stood firmly for legitimate practice. 

The insurance on the county properties, aggregating over a million, 
was also awarded dast week, the “bids” of the various agents being, 
of course, identical. D. D. Healy, a partner of Frank F. Holmes, is 
the superintendent of public service, and the county commission- 
crs unblushingly awarded him nearly half of the aggregate line, and 
even distributed some among class No. 3 (suburban) agents, though 
the advertisement for proposals distinctly specified that they would 
have to be “according to the rules and regulations of the Board of 
Underwriters,” and which rules prohibit class 3 agents from solicit- 
ing or placing business in District No. 1, wherein the county hos- 
pital is located. 

Agency changes continue with increasing velocity. George Herr- 
mann of the Rochester German will be succeeded by Herrmann, 
Dana & Co., H. C. Dana, formerly of the Hanover, having cast his 
lot with the Rochester-German. Davis, Requa & Shepherd will di- 
vide their interests, Davis & Shepherd and S. F. Requa & Sons 
being the net result. Harry L. Requa will retire from the agency 
of E. B. Case & Co. to join his father in the new firm. John Shep- 
herd individually will continue as Cook County manager of the Im- 
perial and Citizens of St. Louis, though in view of the acquisition 
of the latter company by the Hartford it is not unlikely that this ar- 
rangement may soon be changed as to the Citizens. William Ly- 
man retires April 1 from B. F. Rogers & Co., the latter firm now 
consisting cf B. F. Rogers and John D. Cory. Mr. Cory lately be- 
came a benedick and allied to the Cunningham insurance family, his 
bride being the accomplished daughter of the veteran underwriter, 
William H. Cunningham, and the former wife of William K. Kenly, 
the well-known local agent. J. M. Hilton has resigned as secretary 
of the Western of Aurora, “because of his disapproval of the change 
it: policy.” As Mr. Hilton is an honest man, the change does not 
cause any surprise. George M. Fisher and William J. Littlejohn 
have each been fined $250 for rebating. J. E. Swanfield & Co. will 
again apply for membership in the association. Holger de Roode

Life Insurance Notes. 

The meeting of the Life Underwriters Association last week was 
distinguished for small attendance and unusual merit, those who 
braved the inclement weather receiving a, substantial reward in the 
form of a choice dinner at the Union League Club, and a higher en- 
tertainment in the shape of pleasing music and three of the best ad- 
dresses with which the association has ever been favored. 

Vice-President Bishop presided, and read an interesting letter 
from President Wrenn, who is resting at Pinehurst, N. C., amid sur- 
roundings which would go far to make one wish that he might live 
alway. Four resignations were accepted and three new members 
elected—P. L. Kenny and E. J. Nealey of the Prudential, and Ira 
Izor of the Washington Life. Dr. S. M. Pearman of the Equitable, 
fermerly of Buffalo, was proposed for membership and will be voted 
upon at the April meeting. 

The musical numbers were furnished by Miss Emma Swasey and 
Mr. F. B. Webster, and appreciated to a high degree. The guests, 
irdeed, were glad to act upon the graceful suggestion of Chairman 
Bishop that each one should present Miss Swasey with a flower as a 
collective testimonial. 

Frank Hamlin, a son of the late Hannibal Hamlin, as well as a 
worthy son of Chicago, spoke on the subject of municipal problems 
in Chicago, and interested his hearers in local matters which all are 
expected to know and few do. His presentation of Chicago’s civic 
needs and difficulties under the limitations of the present State law 

‘was masterly, and proved highly instructive. 

Dr. S. M. Pearman made his début in a speech of rare merit, and 
which deserves wide circulation. “New Life irom Past Life” was 
an Easter discourse, adapted to the modern life from which 
theological mystery and mysticism have practically evaporated. 
The doctrine of resurrection preached by Dr. Pearman aid sustained 
by his daily practice conveys a finer sense of immortality than the 
legend of Palestine. 


The Rev. Frank Crane, whose epigrams have become widely 
known, spoke to the topic of “Trust the People.” Dr. Crane is, in 
great measure, a disciple of Bellamy, but believes that the evolution 
of social ijorces is making for righteousness despite the old woe of 
the world. This belief, he stated, is founded upon the fact that he 
“believes in God—that is, a good God.” Dr. Crane is beloved be- 
cause of his courage, as well as sincerity, and has doubtless lived 
long enough to realize that in the past a decidedly bad God has been 
the ideal of too large a proportion of the people. 

The Travelers of Hartford is again up to date in announcing im- 
provements in its accident policies, in addition to introducing fin de 
siecle health policies which, it claims, “are so worded that no com- 
pany can ever make a better one, as ours covers all diseases.” Gen- 
eral Agent Nolan says that health insurance has come to stay, and 
that the Travelers is the kind of a company to stay with. 

Further withdrawals are noted from the Illinois general agency of 
the New England Mutual Life, M. A. Weinburg, an efficient agent, 
having joined the ranks of the Prudential in the ordinary department. 
Holger de Roode has also discontinued the transaction of new busi- 
ness with the New England company under the present Illinois ad- 
ministration. ; 


BOSTON AND VICINITY. : 

The legislative committee has reported adversely on the bill to make 
the Insurance Commissioner’s office an office of public record, being 
satisfied that the Commissioner should be allowed discretion in the 
matter of allowing public examination of papers, documents and re- 
ports on file in the department. 

The twenty-fifth annual report of the Boston Protective Depart- 
ment, which has just appeared, is interesting. The board recom- 
mends that the directors be authorized to expend not more than $70,- 
ooo for maintaining the service during the coming year. During the 
past year the total receipts from the insurance companies were $74,- 
508.66, and the total expenses $66,292.40. Superintendent Abbot re- 
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ports the total loss on buildings and contents, in Boston, for the 
year, as $1,415,884.93; total insurance, $12,276,751.92; total insurance 
loss, $1,320,605.50. The detailed report is as follows:

There were twenty-one calls to buildings equipped with automatic 
sprinklers, where the loss on buildings was $435.91, and loss on con- 
tents, $16,007.13. 

The annual report of Fire Commissioner Russell has also appeared, 
in which he gives the interesting information that, during the year, 
the Boston fire alarm system has struck 7,300,000 blows “without 
serious mistakes in directing the engines and other apparatus.” The 
Comunissioner gives the total fire loss for the year as $1,441,261; loss 
on buildings, $440,044; loss on contents, $1,001,217. The insurance 
on buildings he gives as $10,680,806, and on contents, $4,558,805. 

S. A. Sweetland, insurance appraiser, and Col. Amos Sherman of 
the Sun Fire office, have gone to Jamaica. 


An interesting discussion took place at the meeting of the executive 
council of the Massachusetts State Board of Trade, Tuesday, on the 
bill before the legislature, relative to total losses on fire insurance 
policies. On behalf of the Boston Board of Fire Underwriters, as a 
constituent body of the State Board, B. B. Whittemore offered a reso- 
lution against the bill. This measure provides that if an insured build- 
ing is totally destroyed by fire or otherwise, within the terms of the 
policy, the sum insured shall be taken to be the value of the insurer’s 
interest in the building, as such interest is described in the policy, 
unless over-insurance was fraudulently obtained; and by this bill, the 
insurer may collect the full amount of his policy, even though it is 
proven that his actual loss is less than that sum. The resolution 
offered by Mr. Whittemore charged the bill as a direct assault upon 
the intent of fire insurance, changing the contract from one of in- 
demnity to one of speculation. The bill is an inducement to un- 
scrupulous persons to over-insure property, and protects them in 
so doing. Hon. Edward Atkinson of the Boston Manufacturers 
Mutual Fire Insurance Company also spoke strongly against the bill, 
making the point that if the bill should become a law, the owners of 
small dwellings would be utterly unable to obtain insurance. 


Boston insurance offices are congratulating themselves that they 
got “out from under,” on the Windsor Hotel risk in New York, be- 
fore the fire. Several Boston offices had lines on the house, the poli- 
cies having been canceled when the rate agreement in New York 
was broken. 

It is stated that Henry Allison, formerly of the insurance firm of 
Allison & Borley, Fitchburg, Mass., will pay the fine imposed upon 
him for the alleged illegal use of revenue stamps upon insurance 
policies, without further contesting the cases brought against him 
by the Government. 


The North American of Boston has declared a semi-annual! divi- 
dend of 3 per cent. 


The office of J. T. Kaler now has the agency of the North German 
Fire Insurance Company. 

. Life and Casualty Notes. 

The New England Women Life Underwriters Association had a 
dinner Wednesday evening at the Parker House. The president, Mrs. 
M. A. F. Potts, presided, and Dr. Sarah M. Crawford acted as toast- 
master. Among the speakers was C. D. Hammer, general agent of 
the Provident Life and Trust, who declared that the most valuable 
person in the life insurance business is the personal solicitor, and paid 
a high tribute to women in that capacity, and John M. Crane, man- 
ager of the Metropolitan Life; Courtenay Baylor, agent of the Phce- 
nix Mutual Life; Alexander S. Browne, general agent of the New 


York Life; Jacob Heilborn, also of the New York Life, and several 
cthers. 


The Boston Central Labor Union has adopted a resolution op- 
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posing the bill about to be reported by the insurance committee of the 
legislature, which limits the benefit by labor organizations to $200, 
forbids any member of such an organization soliciting a workman to 
join, and gives the Insurance Commissioner the privilege of examin- 
ing the books of unions having sick or death benefit lists. A com- 
mittee has been appointed to interview members of the legislature. 


At the instance of the Insurance Commissioner, G. W. Chandler, 
secretary of the Equitable Accident Association, has been arrested, 
charged with perjury in falsifying returns made to the Insurance 
Commissioner for the year 1897. 


It is reported that the General Accident Assurance Company of 
Perth, Scotland, will enter the New England States. 


Vice-President Fiske of the Metropolitan Life has been in Boston 
to confer with the legislative committee concerning proposed enact- 
ments affecting industrial insurance. 

Col. W. L. Bunting of Plympton & Bunting is making a flying trip 
to Europe. 

Chas. Drouet, superintendent of the Roxbury district for the Met- 
ropolitan Life, has been made chief supervisor for New England. 


At a meeting of the policyholders of the Springfield Mutual Life 
Insurance Company, favorable action was taken upon the proposition 
presented to them for reinsuring the business of the company in the 
Fidelity Mutual Life Association of Philadelphia. 


Insurance companies and policyholders were out in force at the 
hearing, before the legislative committee on insurance, on the bill 
making all industrial insurance policies absolutely non-contestable 
after one year. This bill is not in the interest of honest insurance; 
for, by it, the companies could be compelled to pay, even if the as- 
sured failed or neglected to pay the premiums; and a failure to pay 
under such conditions, subjects the company to the penalty of having 
its charter or license revoked. It is hard to believe that the committee 
will report the bill. 











CORRESPONDENCE. 


ALBANY. 


[From OuR OWN CORRESPONDENT.} 


Insurance matters have been unusually quiet the past week in legisla- 
tive circles. No hearings on pending bills were held by either the Senate 
or the Assembly committee on insurance, and none has been scheduled 
for the present week. Senator Parsons’ mutual fire bill is still held back 
by the Assembly committee. The general expectation is that it will be 
passed, although there is known to be considerable opposition existing 
against it. 

The Assembly bas passed the following insurance bills: Senator Par- 
sons’, permitting the merger of two or three fire insurance corporations; 
Senator Parsons’, relating to the reserve fund and limited payment policies 
of life insurance companies on the stipulated premium plan; Senator 
Johnson’s, relating to life insurance corporations on the stipulated pre- 
mium plan. 

The Senate committee on insurance has reported favorably Senator 
Parsons’ bill amending the insurance law in relation to life or casualty - 
insurance corporations upon the co-operative or assessment plan. 

The Court of Appeals has rendered a decision affirming the judgment 
of the lower courts dismissing the complaint of the North British and 
Mercantile Insurance Company against the Central Vermont Railroad 
Company and others. The action was to recover $80,243 for the loss of 
grain destroyed by fire while in elevators belonging to defendants. 

The impression is somewhat general that there is now little likelihood of 
the passage by the Assembly of Senator Brackett’s bill amending the in- 
surance law so as to provide that two per cent of the ten per cent tax 
paid to fire departments by agents of foreign fire insurance corporations 
shall be payable to the Volunteer Firemen’s Home at Hudson.

MAINE. 


[FRomM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.] 


The legislature adjourned without date on Friday, the 17th inst., which 
is the earliest date on which a legislature of Maine has completed its 
labors for several years. Fewer iaws than usual were enacted, only two 
of which relate to insurance. The first provides that all corporations, 
whether incorporated in this State or elsewhere, which issue contracts 
whereby such corporations, in consideraticn of a premium to be paid 
annually or otherwise, agree to pay an annuity commencing in the future, 
or a sum fixed or to be ascertained by given methods, are hereby made 
subject, in relation to doing business in this State, to all the provisions 
of law relating to life insurance, except so far as relates to taxation. 

The other provides that upon policies issued by any company doing 
business on the assessment plan, there snall be printed in bold type, 
making one of the principal lines near the top thereof, the words “this 
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policy is subject to assessments,’’ and in or upon every application, circu- 
lar, card, advertisement, and printed document issued by such corporation 
within this State there shall be printed conspicuously the words ‘‘assess- 
ment plan.’”’ 

The order introduced in the closing days of the session directing the 
committee on taxation to inquire into the advisability and necessity of re- 
vising the taxes imposed upon all classes of property and all corporations, 
including insurance companies, was referred to the next legislature.

COMMUNICATIONS. 


Life Insurance at the University of Goettingen. 
[To THE EDITOR OF THE SPECTATOR.] 


In the issue March 16, 1899, of your valued paper you have made men- 
tion of a series of lectures on life insurance, delivered by Charlton T. 
Lewis, at Columbia University, and called attention “to the opportunity 
afforded to endow a chair of insurance in some progressive university.” 
Another insurance journal, commenting upon the same subject, says: 
“‘Now that the pace has been set, it may be hoped that other universities 
will follow the good example.”’ 

Perhaps it may be of interest to you and to the readers of THE SPEC- 
TATOR to learn that in Germany the knowledge of insurance is con- 
sidered a regular modern science, and is treated accordingly. 

In 1895, the University of Goettingen established a chair of insurance 
in general, and of life insurance jin particular, under the name of ‘‘Ver- 
sicherungs Seminar.’’ The seminary is divided into two sections, the ad- 
ministrative and legal forming one, the mathematical the other. Lectures 
on “social economy” are delivered in both. Each course takes two 
sefttesters, and students are at liberty to choose either section, or both, 
but in the latter case four semesters are required. Those who, at the end 
of their study, pass the examination successfully are graduated as ‘‘in- 
surance experts,’’ and suitable diplomas are awarded to them by the 
university. The faculty may also confer degrees upon the most success- 
ful graduates, as well as for special meritorious treatise upon the subject 
of insurance. 

The popularity of this branch of the University of Goettingen is best 
shown by the constantly increasing number of its regular attendants, 
having tripled within the first two years of its existence. Yours re- 
spectfully, H. Le Roy.

—Agent Henry Wagner of the Chicago No. 4 district of the Prudential 
has been made an assistant of the company in Chicago No. 6.

—The following assistants have been selected by the Metropolitan for 
“special work” in straight canvassing for a short period: William Ken- 
nedy, Kensington; R. A. Lutz, North Philadelphia; R. H. Freestone, South 
Philadelphia, and J. M. McComb, special agent, Middle Philadelphia. 


—Three of the agents of the Cohoes (N. Y.) district of the John Hancock 
and Assistant Charles J. Hogan won fountain pens recently as a reward 
for the district, having written $35 in premiums during a specified week, 
the three men having written the largest proportion of that amount re- 
ceived the prizes. : 


—The semi-annual meeting of the New England districts of the Pru- 
dential, for the discussion of matters of mutual and special interest and 
the advancement of the work in New England, was held at Springfield, 
Mass., recently. Superintendent E. W. Torrens of the Springfield district 
presided, and among those present were superintendents from Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut and Rhode Island, besides E. S. Lockrow and E. S. 
Alston of the home office. 


—The new industrial company which is being organized at Hartford, 
Conn., has changed its original name from the Colonial Industrial to the 
Industrial Insurance Company of Hartford, so as not to conflict with the 
Jersey City company of that name. William H. Bulkeley, John O. Enders, 
John R. Hills, Charles C. Cook and Austin Brainard are the organizers 
of the new company, which will have an authorized capital of $100,000, 
which may at any time be increased to $1,000,000. 


—Superintendent John R. Fox of the Metropolitan Philadelphia middle 
district, who has been formerly located at Sixth and Girard avenue, has 
removed to Ninth and Market streets, where he has one of the finest- 
equipped offices that the company may boast of. It is reported that 
Superintendent of Agencies of the Ordinary Department Walton will 
remove his headquarters from Superintendent Booth’s office to that of 
Superintendent Fux, that being considered a more centra! location. 


—The Metropolitan has made quite a change in the handling of the 
Middle Philadelphia district. Hereafter there are to be no more attached 
assistants. No assistant is to have a set staff of agents, as in the past. 
In their place the following changes have been made: There are to be 
two ordinary instructors; those being chosen for the positions are B. F. 
Tomes and J. M. HodWer; one claim adjuster, who is to be former Assist- 
ant J. A. Conway; one lapse inspector, former Assistant George Hamer 
filling that position, while the two regular inspectors, C. A. Morgan and 
Gecrge Ritter, will fill the positions of regular inspectors. These changes 
are, of course, more of an experiment than anything else, and the change 
will be watched with interest by the other companies, as it is a question 
as to how it will succeed. It is undoubtedly a new venture—but we wish 
the Metropolitan luck in their attempt to centralize the efforts of their 
assistants. 


—The following are some extracts from the annual statement of the 
Prudential Assurance Company of England, the largest industrial 
company of the world, and by comparison with the statements of the 
American companies writing this class of insurance, some idea can be 
had of the growth of the business in the two countries. The total pre- 
mium receipts of the industrial branch of the English Prudential during 
1898 amounted to $24,803,780, a gain of $835,825 over the previous year. 
Death claims and matured endowments amounting to $9,455,195 were paid. 
The resources of the company at the end of 1898 amounted to $167,998,540, 
showing an increase of $15,806,855 over the previous year, and the liabil- 
ities were $159,248,540, which leaves a surplus to policyholders of $8,750,000, 
including the shareholders’ capital of $5,000,000. Of the liabilities $72,- 
694,765 represents the industrial life assurance fund, which increased 
from $67,840,170 in 1897. The amount of industrial insurance on the books 


of the company on January 1, 1899, was 12,949,679 policies for $633,021,810.

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NEWS OF THE WEEK. 


Connecticut Department Life Report. 


COMMISSIONER BETTS of Connecticut has scored a beat in getting out 
Part II. of his annual report, dealing with life, miscellaneous and assess- 
ment insurance. After giving the aggregate transactions of the various 
classes of companies, he makes the following general remarks: 


_ The year 1898 marked an important era in the history of life insurance 
in this country. A tendency, to which I called attention in my report last 
year, upon the part of policy or certificate holders in assessment associa- 
tions to protest against the failure to fulfill the promises made at their 
entrance into the association, has resulted in a marked decrease in the 
number of members now claimed by these companies or associations. 
An inspection of the outstanding insurance claimed by this class of cor- 
porations shows an unusually heavy decrease, which, viewed in the light 
of past experierce, indicates an early disintegration. With a view to 
enabling assessment companies to reincorporate as “stipulated premium” 
companies, two other. States in the Union passed laws looking towards this 
end. I have never approved of this change, feeling that a half-way meas- 
ure was just as bad, if not worse, than the original condition of affairs. 
The policyholder is led to believe that he is secured by ample and suffi- 
cient laws, while in reality the reserve which is required to be maintained 
is insufficient to provide for the level premium, or guarantee the holding 
of sufficient funds year by year to prevent the necessity of an extra as- 
sessment. Unfortunately this department is powerless to furnish redress 
to the numerous complainants, who, having paid their assessments (in 
many cases too low) for many years, now find themselves unable to sup- 
port the burden of abnormally large demands in the shape of extra assess- 
ments. Much suffering will probably ensue from the way in which these 
policyholders will be compelled to drop their insurance at the time of life 
when it is most necessary, but the ultimate result will be a purification 
of the insurance atmosphere and a realization that the only possible way 
of maintaining a premium level throughout life is to provide for that 
maintenance a proper mathematical reserve. 

Nearly all of those companies operating under legal reserve or “old 
line” system in this State show large gains in all departments for the past 
year. The improved financial condition is due to some extent to the high 
market values prevailing at the close of the year. This condition of the 
financial market is a clear indication of the impossibility of realizing a 
rate of interest in the future sufficiently high to provide for the accumu- 
lation of the reserves on the present basis. It is gratifying to note that 
this fact has been appreciated by many companies, and an inspection of 
their statements in the following pages will show that many of them have 
laid aside large amounts to provide for a possible reduction in the rate 
of interest.

—A. R. Birchard, superintendent of agencies of the New England Mutual Life, 
delivered a lecture on insurance, before the students of Bryant & Stratton’s 
business college at Providence, R. I., last week. 

—Prosser & Homans, managers of the Equitable Life in New York city, report 
the month of March to have been an exceptionally good one, applications for 
some $200,000 of new insurance having been written. 

—Two unusually large policies have been written at Mobile, Ala., by J. T. 
Schley, manager of Union Central Life in thar city. One policy is for $110,000, 
and the other for $60,000, the annual premiums on them aggregating $5260. 

—The Chicago office of the Northwestern Life of Minneapolis has been closed, 
Manager I. G. Dietrich becoming connected with the city office of the Provident 
Savings, while J. H. Topping enters the local office of the Mutual Reserve Fund 
Life. 

—A company for the purpose of guaranteeing titles has been incorporated under 
the laws of New Jersey by Frank P. McDermott, J. Mulford Enright and W. A. 
Hankinsons, Jr., of Freehold. The company will have its headquarters in Jersey 
City. 

—The Dewey bill, introduced in the Massachusetts legislature, for the regula- 
tion of assessment insurance, as a substitute for the Draper bill, has passed both 
Houses. The bill will practically bring all assessment companies on an old-line 
basis. % 

—The reinsurance of the Springfield Mutual Life Association in the Fidelity 
Mutual Life of Philadelphia was ratified at a meeting of the policyholders of the 
Massachusetts concern last week. By this deal the Fidelity Mutual Life will get 
about $1,500,000 of insurance. , 

—An injunction has been issued by the courts at New Haven, restraining the 
Connecticut Life of Waterbury; formerly the Connecticut Indemnity Association, 
from transacting further business or disposing of its assets. The hearing for the 
appointment of a receiver was postponed. 

—Col. M. A. Aldrich, district superintendent of the Mutual Life at Grand 
Rapids, Mich., has been made an executive special agent of the company, and 
will resign his present pesition during the latter part of April, when he assumes 
his new duties. Col. Aldrich will still make Grand Rapids his headquarters. 

—We see it stated that John E. Hollingsworth, once Insurance Commissioner 
of Texas, has sued THE Spectator for libel, placing the damage to his reputa- 
tion at a total of $65,000. We think that Hollingsworth has begun upon the wrong 
people. As we understand it, the remarks made about him by Tue SpEcTaTor 
and other journals were based upon public expressions by such men as Presi- 
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dent Batterson of the Travelers, President Scott of the Provident Savings, Super- 
intendent Payn of the New York Insurance Department, and others. Have any 
of these gentlemen heen sued? And of late, a little information on the subject 
seems to have emanated from Vice-President Alexander of the Equitable Life.— 
The Insurance Age. 

—President W. H. Mick of the Chicago Guaranty Fund Life is taking steps to 
reorganize the company on a legal reserve basis. The officers of the company 
have also been informed by the Insurance Department that, owing to the fact 
of there being a Chicago Life in the hands of a receiver, the company cannot use 
that name, as was proposed. 

—Deputy Insurance Commissioner E, P. Roberts of Alabama has made a 


ruling to the effect that no internal revenue stamps are required on agents’ certi- 


ficates of authority. Massachusetts does not require certificates to be stamped, 
but the States generally, in accordance with a ruling of Internal Revenue Com- 
missioner Scott to that effect, have so ordered. 


—An article to the effect that Superintendent Van Cleave of Illinois would 
shortly examine several of the large Eastern life companies, in order to obtain 
funds, appeared in a Chicago daily recently. No one takes any stock in the 
article, as it is claimed to have been written by the Chicago paper in order*to 
create political capital by prejudicing insurance men against the Illinois Superin- 
tendent. 

—John S. Gaffney has been appointed sole manager for the State of Connecticut 
for the National Life of Vermont. Mr. Sill of New Haven will retain the gen- 
eral agency for that city and vicinity, and other appointments will be made 
throughout the State as rapidly as possible. In getting back to direct work in the 
life insurance field, Mr. Gaffney’s many friends will wish him all possible success, 
especially those who entered this work under his guidance and are now success- 
ful producers, 

—The directors of the Security Trust and Life of Philadelphia held a meeting 
in that city on the 23d inst., when James B. Stout, a prominent New York con- 
tractor, was elected first vice-president, and Bruce Price, an architect of New 
York, second vice-president. Ex-Governor Robert Pattison will remain president, 
and George B. Luper, who resigned recently, returns to the company as third 
vice-president and general manager. The headquarters of the company will be 
moved to New York city. 

—Commissioner Campbell of Michigan has requested the life companies operat- 
ing in the State under the special board agency plan to discontinue its use, as, 
in his opinion, it has been found to be not for the purpose of compensating the 
agents, but to discriminate against policyholders, and is therefore in direct viola- 
tion of the anti-rebate law. ‘The plan, which was adopted about a yezr or so 
ago, never met with the Commissioner’s approval, but was allowed because of 
the representation that it was simply a method to compensate agents. 

—The “Guy Jack case” at Meridian, Miss., has been brought to a close by the 
State withdrawing from further prosecution, and the court has instructed that a 
nolle prossequi be entered. This case created quite an amount of interest at the 
time on account of the amount of insurance involved and brutality of the crime. 
Charles Steward, for whose murder Dr. Lipscomb has been convicted, was in- 
sured in favor of Jack for $25,000, which led to the indictment of Jack for con- 
nection with the deed. The insurance companies will probably be compelled to 
settle the claim, as the indictment could not be sustained, and they apparently 
have no ground for refusing payment. 

—The report of the examination of the Michigan Mutual Life of Detroit as of 
December 31, 1898, by the insurance departments of Michigan and Ohio shows 
the company :to be possessed of assets amounting to $5,859,787, exclusive of 
$6534 not admitted. The liabilities amount to $5,574,856, including the reserve by 
the Actuaries’ Four Per Cent Table of $5,545,502, leaving a surplus on policy- 
holders’ account of $284,931. By the American Table, at four per cent, the surplus 
is $359,888. Premium receipts of the company last year amounted to $1,044,256, 
and $624,240 was paid te policyholders. As a whole, the report is highly satis- 
factory, and President Looker may feel complimented by the remark of the ex- 
amining commissioners that they have found very much more to commend than 
to condemn. 

—The annual election of officers of the Life Underwriters Association of West- 
ern New York, held in Buffalo the 21st inst., resulted in the unanimous selection 
of the following for the ensuimg year: President, Seth J. T. Bush, general 
agent United States Life; first vice-president, W. H. Joyce, superintendent Pru- 
dential; second vice-president, Warren Craig, general agent New England Mu- 
tual; secretary and treasurer, J. L. Peacock, general agent Union Mutual Life.

It is proposed to have a central bureau, and when this 
plan was subdmittec to the Western Union ana Chicago Underwriters Associa- 
tion it received immediate approval. 


—Judge S. F. Prouty of the District Court has granted a temporary injunction 
to the Hawkeye, Capital, State, Des Moines «nd Fidelity insurance companies 
of Des Moines, restiaining the county from collecting a tax on real estate held by 
the companies, holding that the companies pay 2 tax to the State on premiums, 
and that this tax is in lieu of all other taxes. 


—Attorney-General of the State of Georgia has decided that the stock of the 
Atlanta Home is subject to State and county taxes. No tax has been paid for 
twelve years, and the unpaid sum amounts over $60,000. The statute under which 
this tax is levied was supposed to exempt shareholders of such institutions. The 
decision also affects the shareholders of the Georgia Home. 


—American Central of St. Louis, after seven years of litigation and two jury 
trials, has paid a claim of insurance to the estate of Caroline Silvernail of Brad- 
ford, N. Y. The costs and interest have nearly trebled the original claim. The 
defense was that the action was not brought within a year from the date of loss, 
while the estate claimed that in consequence of the death of the insured and 
trouble over the will there was no one to bring action. 


—L. H. Davis and John E. Shepherd have retired from the Chicago firm of 
Davis, Requa & Shepherd. They will enter into partnership under the firm name 
of Davis & Shepherd, representing the American Central, Citizens of St. Louis, 
Lancasfire and Niagara, resigning their connection with the Imperial. S. F. 
Requa of the old firm admits his sons into the business under the firm name of 
S. F. Requa & Sons, representing the Imperial, Sun of New Orleans, Germania 
of New Orleans and Atlanta Home. John Shepherd, Cook county manager of 
the Citizens of St. Louis, has been appointed Cook county manager of the Im- 
perial, and proposes to open a local agency for the two companies. 

—Grand juries in Kentucky continue to return indictments against fire in- 
surance companies, under the charge of conspiracy to maintain rates. At Lan- 
caster fourteen companies were indicted, and at Covington forty-three com- 
panies were indicted. Companies are withdraw'r.g from the counties where they 
have been fined. Thirty-six out of thirty-eight have left Versailles, and one only 
is left in Bourbon county. Agents are doing their best to stop the prosecutions. 
The grand juries of Lexington, Morganfield, Richmond, Danville, Lebanon, 
Russellville and Hartford have ignored the charges. Etna of Hartford has noti- 
fied agents at Paris to stop writing, making forty-five out of fifty companies that 
have withdrawn frcem that place, and it is said the remaining five will soon 
follow.
